JUDGMENT, HE ASSERTS

Charging that the Republicans were | 


trying to make it appear that Dem- 


ocrats were not good Americans and 
preferred an international flag to 
the Stars and Stripes, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Democratic candidate for 

Vice President, replied here tonight 
to assertions of Will H. Hays, Re- 
publican national chairman, in his 
Augusta (Me.) speech last month. 

Referring to the text of Hays’ ad- 
dress, which was entitled “Under 
Which Flag?” Roosevelt said the 
Republican chairman had “offered 
a deliberate insult to many millions, 
probably the majority of our citizens, 
and he was guilty not only of bai 
taste, but of poor political judg- 
ment.”’ 

The overwhelming majority of 
voters, he said, are in every way 
loyal and will resent any attempt 
by one group of leaders to take out 
an “exclusive patent” on our flag. 

“To claim that one party doctrine 
is the only American one is to in- 
fer that those who belong to another 
party faith are un-American. That 
sort of campaigning ought not to be 
excused, even in the heat of an elec- 
tion.” 

Roosevelt declared he would 
the first to insist that Republicans, 
rank and file, are just as sincerely 
proud of our country and our flag 
as Democrats are.” Hays and his 
party differed, however, he said, “in 
the big conception of the great pur- 
pose for which our flag is the sym- 
bol.”’ 

“The same gentleman has usel 
with inaccurate, but deliberate, care- 
lessness, the word “internationalism,’ 
With evident design he has sough: 
to convey the impression that peo- 
ple who believe in the League of 
Nations are ‘internationalists’ in the 
sense used by certain radical groups 
who do not believe in nations at all, 
or who seek a super-government in 
place of true national governments. 
For political purposes, he would rea~- 
ecn that one who seeks international 
peace and international agreements 
and international justice is thereby 
an international ‘Red.’ 

“League Long Favored.” 

“The whole falsity of this posi- 
tion is shown by asking the simple 
question of whether the 87 nations 
who have already joined the League 
of Nations have given up their own 
sovereignty, their own constitutional 
rights, their own flags? Even Switz- 
erland, most jealous of independence 
and wary of alliances, has voted by 
popular referendum to join the 
league.

statesmen advocated a League of | 


Nations. Some, like President Taft, | 


favored one that frankly called itself. 


a League to Enforce Peace. Yet 
he was not called a traitor or fol- 
lower of internationalism. 

“We had seen the failure of The 
Hague tribunal to prevent wars. We 
had seen, indeed, an increase in 
wars and in the preparations for 
wars. 
aware that the American flag car- 
ried a new message of hope, that it 
represented a great people opposed 
to aggression and willing to change 
the existing conditions of mistrust 
and competitive armament. 

“The great war came, and Amer- 
fica at last became a party to the 
struggle. But we did not join for 


the mere sake of crushing the Kalser | 


on the fleld of battle. It was not 
alone Kaliserism or the 
Powers themselves that we were 
fighting. We fought for something 
constructive, in addition to the fight 
against something destructive. Men 
and women of all parties united in 
demanding in 1917 that the evil in 
the previous relationship between 
nations should be in the future re- 
moved. Mere good will would not 
remove the danger, mere interna- 
tional courts had been proved a falil- 
ure. A definite, business-like, con- 
crete association was demanded, 
something that would prevent the 
causes of trouble and not wait until 
trouble *itself had come to a head. 
Promise of American Flag. 

“In all of this the nation was 
united. With this spirit and pur- 
pose our flag was carried across the 
geas. by the splendid men of our 
Army cnd Navy. The peoples of 
Europe, too, unaerstood the mes- 
sage. They welcomed the accession 
of military strength: they knew that 
the Allies would win in the end, but 
they saw in the American flag the 
first sign of hope for their children 
and grandchildren. 

“When the war ended, the prom- 
ise of the American flag seemed to 
have come true. Internationa! law, 
the relationship between nations, 
vt « to be put on a new basis. Even 
the peoples of the Central Empires 
took hope. Kaltserism was ended, 
the new relationship was promised 
in the very terms of the armistice. 

“Through all this period our peo- 
ple at home held to the ideal. It 
was constantly before

Troops’ Fire Puts Down Socialists’ | 
Outbreak in Trieste. 

By the Associated Press. 
TRIESTE, Friday, Sept. 10.—A So-| 
cialist revolt in which barricades | 


were erected in the streets, and ar- 
tillery, rifles, machine guns and| 
bombs were freely employed in a 
struggle between the rioters and the 
military, broke out here this after- 
noon. Italian troops and naval 
forces, however, had succeeded by 8 
o’clock tonight in completely restor- 
ing order. At that hour the troops 
were patrolling the streets, and a 
destroyer anchored in the harbor 
commanded the public square. 

The fighting was sharp while it 
lasted. The Socialists, who were 
well armed and amply supplied with 


ammunition, challenged the troops 
to advance upon their barricades. 
Both esides then opened fire and 


sharp volleys were exchanged. Sev- 
eral a the soldiers were wounded by 
from the rifles of the en- 
while numerous 
casualties occurred in the Soctalistie 
ranks. 


Ultimatum to Socialists. 

As evening approached the mili- 
tary drew artillery into position and 
prepared for a concerted attack. Be- 
fore this was delivered, however, 
Civil Governor Mosconi! sent an ulti- 
matum to the Socialist leaders, ord- 
ering them to withdraw from the 
streets. 

The leaders of the revolt ultimate- 
ly decided to bow before the Gov- 
ernor’s threat of more drastic meas- 
ures, and the rioters tore down their 
entrenchments, indicating they had 
abandoned the fight, and fell back 
from the streets.

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Whence We Get the Best Sponges 


PONGES are of many qualities, but the most 
highly prized is that of Syria, with a cuplike 
shape and a yellowish pale color, which is found 

in a number of varieties. 

The large sponge fisheries are situated along the 
seashores of Greece, Syria and of certain parts of the 
Adriatic, as well as along the Tripoli and Tunisian sea- 
shores. The fishing of sponges is effected by divers, 
who are let down from a boat to depths of 10, 20 and 
sometimes 25 meters, and pull the sponges from the 
rocks to which they are fixed. Some sponge fishermen 
use a long trident, but this system is fortunately falling 
into disuse, since it spoils the sponges. In better 
equipped fishing grounds the gathering of sponges is 
effected by divers provided with diving bells or dressed 
in cork jackets. 
Upon being gathered the sponges are squeezed, beaten 
and washed in order to rid them of their black coating 
and soft substance, which gives them a very character- 
istic chlorine odor. When they begin to whiten they 
are subjected to a frequently renewed solution of sul- 
phurie acid.

ITY the poor bootlegger in“New York! His 
occupation is as extinct as Hamlet's. How 
can the unfortunate wretch hope to keep 
the wolf from the door when any thirsty sou! 
can march into a saloon in broad daylight, 
order a highball in as loud a voice as he 
pleases, elevate his foot upon a brass rali and 
consume the beverage at his leisure, the while a Tam- 
many policeman zestfully crooks his elbow at the bar 
a few feet away? 

It is taking bread from the mouths of the bouticeg- 
ger’s children—but the saloon man will seli you the 
best whisky at the rate of $6 to $7 a quart. And even 
at this price he is reaping a harvest. He pays no Gov- 
ernment or city license—though he is no doubt 11 
some expense for “protection”’—and has, moreover, 
seized upon the occasion to raise the cost of drinks. 

Downtown, in the Park Row district, the standard 
price for a highball, a cocktail or a gin rickey is 50 
cents. Connoisseurs have distinguished among the 
various saloons according to the drink which is their 
specialty. Here one can get the best rye highball: next 
door the Gordon gin rickey is the piece de resistance, 
and across the street is the favorite abiding place of 
the manhattan cocktail. 

As one proceeds uptown, the price increas: :s. In the 
neighborhood of the Pennsylvania Hotel the price of 
a drink varies from 65 cents to $1, according as the 
bartender estimates the stage of financial nonchalance 
at which the customer has arrived. You see in one of 
these places parties of three smashing $5 bills at each 
round, just as, in the old days of 15-cent drinks, one 
used to see 50-cent pieces go bang. 

About 10 blocks further north, one comes to a fa- 
mous Broadway restaurant. Here you pay a 50-cent 
head tax for the privilege of sitting at a table, and 
the drinks are $1.50 each. For every round of two 
drinks you bid good-by to $3. The process of extrac- 
tion is somewhat anesthetized by administration of 
cabaret. 

There is a restaurant in the forties, not 
Broadway. Entering, you proceed to tables in the 
rear. Looking arcund, you notice with surprise that 
between you and the door, in plain view of the street, 
is a bar. Anyone on the sidewalk can easily see the 
liquor virtuoso shaking up a cocktail and dropping 
into it a telltale cherry. A naive St. Louvisan would 
have fancied that the bar would be concealed in the 
rear, but there is nothing furtive about New York’s 
defiance of prohibition. 

Even in restaurants where drinks are not sold, 
is little to prevent the visitor from helping 
himself from his own flask, and in some places 
it is said, the management will cheerfully place 
buckets of ice at your disposal in which to cool 
your own wine. There may be saloons in 
which only nonintoxicating beverages are sold, 
and, in fact, many of them display signs to that 
effect. But if one has a friend who will intro- 
duce him to a bartender or so, he will speedily 
find the “desert transformed into a profusely 
irrigated region. 

Why is New York permitted to lift the lid 
and throw it away, while in other cities if is 
fastened down with air-tight clamps’? Some say 
Tammany has an eye to the coming presiden 
tial election. One saloon man declared that 
the prohibition enforcement agents-——50) o€ 
them, he specified—are just now engaged in 
cleaning up Philadelphia, and that New York's 
turn will come later. A man who should be well 
informed ventured the opinion that the anti- 
saloon people have decided to let the present 
liquor stocks of the country be drunk up, and 
believe they will be consumed faster in New 
York than in any other place. 

There are tales told of great whisky fleets of 
automobiles plying between New York and Can 
ada.

But if the taxi bandit is restrained from profiteering, 
for other pirates is poured out the full length of the 
reins. A hotel room with bath costs an average of 
$7 a day. A traveling man related that he war in 
New York two years ago, and went as usual to a com- 
mercial hotel where the rate was $2.50 a day. Re- 
turning recently, he betook himself to the same hotel. 
Having heard that the rates had been increased, he 
asked for something at $4.50 or $5 a @ay. The clerk, 
pausing a moment in the process of shining his nails 
upon his palm, remarked haughtily: “We don’t: cater 
to that sort of trade.”

«er, the peasants are behind the mili- 
taristic government now in power, with 
Admiral Horthy as Regent. It must be 
remembered that the peasants in Hungary 
starved the Bela Kun regime into help- 
lessness. The most hopeful sign in Cen- 
tral Europe today is this attitude of the 
Catholic peasantry, who have absolutely 
decided not to feed the cities where rad- 
ical Socialism is rampant. 


T learned a lot about the atrocities of 
the Bolsheviks in Budapest from Col. An- 
ton Lehar, one of the biggest military 
figures in Hungary today. More than any 
one man he is responsible for crushing 
Bolsheviem in Hungary. Col. Lehar and 
| dined together at the Hungaria, where 
he made m¥ blood run alternately hot and 
cold with stories of the frightful atrocities 
of Bela Kun's followers. 

One of Kun's Bolshevist leaders often 
executed the oldest man and youngest 
child in a community to strike terror into 
the hearts of the other Inhabitants.

' Reveries of Maurice Spyer 


After Listening 
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Some 10,000 Performances of Stage Jokesmiths

Veteran leader of orchestra in St. Louis, 
now retiring after twenty years in 
St. Louis theaters, analyzes the 
vaudeville jest—Anything good for 
a laugh comes down through the 
decades, redecorated and remod- 
eled to fit the times, but its ances- 
try is easily discernible—Some of 
the old classics 


se se $s 

S AN expert on matters vaudevillian, no doubt 
Maurice Spyer of St. Louis could qualify 
in any court in the land. Listening to 14 
performances a week, 40 weeks in a year, 
for some two decades—about 10,000 ‘per- 
formances in all—there has not been much 
in a generation behind the footlights that 
he hasn't seen or heard. Now that Mr. Spyer has 
surrendered the orchestra leader’s violin and bow for 
a place with the St. Louis Symphony it is in order to 
listen while he tells something about the stage jest and 


the jester as he has observed them during the last 20 
years. 


And the thing, he says, that has impressed him most 
is the fact that a vaudeville joke never seems to die. 
Clothed in new verbiage, he can recognize the hoary 
cracks that were ancient when he started his career. 
And the singular thing, he says, is that they draw just, 
as many laughs now as they ever did. 


Audiences may change as new generations of theater 
goers develop, but the jokes go on forever. Of late 
years he has been keeping close trace of stage witticisms 
and says he can locate the parentage or original source 
of nearly all the laugh-producing material of today. 


Spyer started his career at the mature age of 13, 
when he traveled with one of the old-time ‘“‘medicine 
shows.” This show, which toured the Northwest, 
had a “lightning dental artist” as a feature, who made 
a specialty of pulling teeth for patrons of the show. 
Spyer says that the value of an orchestra can hardly 
be appreciated except by those who have attended 
some such performance. When the patrons or vic- 
tims stepped on the stage to have molars “painlessly” 
extracted, it was the orchestra that drowned all racket 
and made the tragedy that was occurring on the plat- 
form seem like a pleasurable feature of entertainment. 


Spyer’s last directorship for vaudeville was with the 
orchestra at the Orpheum Theater, which he left to go 
with the St. Louis Symphony. But after extensive ex- 
perience in the variety houses, he says that the chief 
charm of the theatrical business is the opportunity it 
affords to constantly meet old acquaintances—whether 
these are jokes, musica) selections or human charac- 
ters. 

In a reminiscent mood last week he talked of the 
familiarity with which some of the modern witticisms 
struck the ear of men who had been conducting music 
at popular playhouses for any length of time. 

“We get to know the old jokes and music and can 
recognize them in any setting,” he said. “Then do you 
think there is anything new about jazz music? Even 
the name originated in the old days of touring minstre] 
troupes, when the trombone player used to stick hig 
instrument down into the sand as he played to ‘jazz it 
up a bit,’ as they called the effect on the notes. Jazz 
is the ontcome of ragtime, which, in turn, developed 
from what is known as syncopated music that the 
old darkies used to produce on the levees when they 
loaded the steamboats--‘Jump, Jim Crow’ is a typical 
example of old-time jazz. 

‘A person who has followed theatrical music can 
trace the origin of nearly every song Wat appears. A 
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Maurice Spyer, orchestra leader, who, after 

attending more than 10,000 variety perform- 

ances, believes that the most durable thing 

in the world is the vaudeville joke, which 
never dies. 


few new bars Jere and there clothe an old tune in a 
new garb. Portions of ‘Annie Laurie’ and ‘Believe 
Me if All Those Endearing Young Charms’ have made 
the reputation of two or three avowedly new songs. 

“But it is the joke that lives forever. Vaudeville 
has changed since I started in the Columbia Theater 


orchestra when Frank Tate and Zach Tinker were 
stockholders and when Clark Brown was manager. 


But the old jokes still exist. 

“There was always the liquor joke, for instance. A 
time-honored crack was for one comedian to ask an- 
other why they called a party for males a stag party. 
The other would: reply, that it had something to do 
with the poem which commences, ‘The stag at eve had 
drunk his fill.’ Then the stage Irishman would brag 
about the good time he had the night before, and 
would be reproved by his teammate, who would de- 
mand how he knew what sort of time he had, when 
he was so drunk early in the night that he could not 
see. The Irishman ould reply that he knew he had 
a good time, because he heard the policeman tell the 
Judge all about it when he was in court that morning. 
This was always good for a laugh. 

“In fact, all kinds of Irish comedy seemed to go well 
20 years ago. One act that came from burlesque opened 
with an Irishman washing blood and dirt from his 
face. His wife would demand who had beaten him up 
that way and he would say it was Finnegan. When 
she commenced to berate him for letting himself be 
whipped by a man like Finnegan, whom she would 
describe as a measly and insignificant creature, he 
would interrupt gravely and tell her not to speak evil 
of the dead. When this had soaked into the audience, 
he always got a hand. 

“Years back, at the time of the Spanish-American 
war, a vaudeville act had a scene in a recruiting of- 
fice, when one man would be rejected because he 
had bad teeth. He would bring down the house by 
saying that he wanted to fight the Spaniards, not bite 
them. You can recall that this was dished up again 
in the late war. So was another episode in the same 
act, where a recruit would be turned down because he 


was not quite tall enough in his stocking feet. He 
would object, saying he didn’t expect to take his 


shoes off when he started fighting; this was also re- 
hashed for the late war. 

“Another joke that developed in those days and that 
was dragged up for use in the late war treated of the 


patriotic young woman who had taken some cakes and 
biscuits of her own making down to the train to give 
the boys when théy left for Cuba. Later, she recog- 
nized one of them and asked whether he was the same 
man who had eaten her biscuits some months be- 
fore. To which he retorted: ‘No, and what's more, 
the dector doesn't think I ever will be.’ This was dug 
up. for use in 1917. 

“Jokes about married people always will be pop- 
ular. One stage crack that occurred in a show down 
at the old Mercantile Library Hall, on Broadway, was 
made by a boy in the piece who asked his father 
what bald eagles were. His father would reply that 
they probably were married eagles. This has evi- 
dently been regarded as witty, for it has lived ever 
since. In the same show the mother would accuse 
the daughter of having let a young man kiss her and 
demanded: ‘When he started to kiss you, why didn't 
you @all me?’ To which the daughter would reply: 
‘Because, he wanted to kiss me, not you.’ As an indi- 
cation of how times have changed, I might remark 
that this was regarded as slightly improper in the old 
days. a 

“All the booze jokes took well in the old days, just 
as they did up to a couple of years ago. One remark 
that really had no point would always bring down the 
house. This was when the comedian would drink a 
glass of liquid and say to the audience: ‘Some of you 
may think this is beer.’ After a pause he would add: 
‘It is.’ For some reason this is considered funny even 
to this day. Of course, a man who took his wife to 
a show was much more likely to go out between acts 
than he is today, and. one bit of stage repartee was 
that of the wife, who, when asked whether her hus- 
band was in the habit of going out between acts, re- 
plied that she thought it better to say that he came 
in between drinks. 

“Of course, in these automobile days, they have to 
perpetuate the story of the old darky Who was struck 
by a carriage and who, when told that he might get 
damages, said indignantly that what he wanted was 
repairs, not more damages. 

“The old play, ‘The Phoenix,’ which was last pro- 
duced here at Havlin’s Theater, had a starving author 
of the Edgar Allan Poe type as a character. A line 
was interpolated in the last production, where he was 
asked whether he had ever failed to have his work 
returned. To which he would reply that he had 
sent his cuff, with a poem on it, to the laundry, and 
it had not been returned. He was the character who 
made the line, ‘And the villain still pursued-her,’ fa- 
mous. 

“Family jokes of that period included one about the 
man who was told to take a period of uninterrupted 
reading every night and waeo demanded where his ad- 
viser thought his wife spent her time. The stage Irish- 
man would be asked whether he had given his wife 
anything on her birthday, and when he replied that 
he had, would be asked what it cost him. To which 
he would reply: ‘Ten dollars and 10 days.’ All these 
have been revived, as well as the one where a friend 
asks a husband whether his wife pestered him much 
for money, to which he would answer that she diin't 
but the firms where she charged things did. 


“One of the stock jokes about the country would be 
that of the summer boarder who would demand indig- 
nantly why a pig kept trying to get into his room. 
To which the child in the play would reply innocently 
that it was the yis’s room in the winter time. Another 
old-time outdoor joke was that of the man who was 
asked whether he took any time off and went fishing; 
to which he would reply that he did, but that the fish 
always seemed to take the same day off as he did. This 
was usually good for a laugh. : 

“Now, all these cracks have been rehashed time and 
again, just like old music is played and replayed. 

“One thing can be said about music of the late war—

in Forest Park. After an interval there is another

and prays and prates again through six interminable 
scenes. This character is always right, and everyoneé 
else is always wrong. Finally, while he is making an 
oration from a theater box, another actor creeps up 
and shoots him with a revolver, no doubt because he 
was so ruthlessly loquacious, so incorrigibly infallible 
Not at all, for the play is John Drinkwater’s celebrated 
“Abraham Lincoln.” Gen. Grant’s gargantuan swigs 
of whisky win the “big hands” of the evening, though 
they have competition when the presidential foot falls 
asleep. ‘
